The direct 
ait link between Delhi and Bhubaneswar 
which is a contribution by cur own Chief 
Minister has boosted the tourist traffic in 
Orissa immensely and many latge houses 
have already shown interest in big hotels 
in various parts of this State. 


I have given a brief outline of some of 
the areas where industrial activity would be 
possible. | may just mention, however, 
that the setting up of a large industry by 
itself would not contribute significantly to 
tapid industrialisation unless it is followed 
by an active policy of ancillarisation. The 
real strength of industrial development in 
any country lies in widespread ancillarisation 
and while large industries in the private and 
public sector have given some attention to 
this problem, not enough has been done. 
It is necessary for all levels of Policy 
makers, and in that | include an organisation 
like the Federation of Indian Chambers of 
Commerce and Industry, to pay serious 
attention to promote and foster the growth 
of ancillary industries. In order to promote 
Such growth and to make it easier for the 
Smaller man to patticipate in the industria- 
lisation of our State, we have set up an 
Infrastructure Development Corporation, 
whose activity would be to develop land 
for Industries in specified growth centres 
of which we have presently identified 49, 
and to provide electricity, water and factory 
Sheds in these areas so that the industtia- 
lists do not have to spend time and money 
for these resources. Government land is 
being given at throw away fates and this 
itself is a measure of the Government's 
anxiety to accelerate Industrial activity in 
this State. In fact, no Government land in 
this State would cost more than Rs. 2,500 
per acre for an industrialist and most of 
the land would be available at Rs. 625 per 
acre. i 


Labour Relation

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and low productivity. The State's per capita 
income is one of the lowest in the co'ntry. 
AS compared to the all - India average of 
RSs. 1,250, Orissa haS a per capita income 
of only Rs. 845. What is disturbing is that 
gap beiween Orissa and all India is increasing 
year after year from around Rs. 150 in 1970- 
71 of Rs. 425 in 1978-79. 


Since early fifties the State has made 
rapid progress in certain fields but they did 
Not seem to have much impact on the 
structure of the State’s economy. For 
example, tice production increased from 
3:1 million tonnes to 44 million tonnes. 
Installed power generating capacity has 
gone up from less than 10 MW. to about 
950 MW. During the 30 years of planning 
several large industrial plants also came 
into existence but their numbers are few. 
To mention some—public sector, Steel Plant 
at Rourkela, Fertiliser Plants at Rourkela and 
Talcher. The private sector also contributed 
in the Development of Orissa by setting up 
Paper Mills at Choudwar and Rayagada, a 
Cement Factory at Rajgangpur, _ ferro- 
mangese plant in Joda and Rayagada, a 
heavy machinery factory at Kanshabahal, 
ect. 


In Spite of these developments, Orissa’s 
share in India’s industrial production is less 
than 2 per cent. In terms of gross per 
capita industrial output the State is much

ln the Industrial Estates of Cuttack, 
Jagatpur and Rourkela we have one of the 
largest concentration of technocrats. Some 
of the products manufactured in the small- 
scale sector, especially, the chemical units, 
involve very sophisticated technology and 
we have made Some reasonable break through. 
Even the television unit of the Orissa 
Small Industries Corporation has made 
enormous progress and has earned very 
wide reputation for its quality and _sophisti- 
cation. 


While we are sure that the issues that have 
been thrown up at the seminar and at the 
meeting with the Chief Minister, certain 
urgent problems of the industries would 
be ironed out, yet it is necessary for us to 
submit before the Chief Minister that in 
order to implement the programme of indu- 
strialisation, there has to be more indepth 
discussion at all decision making levels and 
More frequently. There is an urgent need 
for a dialogue to be established between 
the large industries both in the public and 
Private sector and the small scale sector for 
indentification of ancillary industries. | am 
afraid, this important aspect has been very 
Much ignored, if not neglected. | am sorry 
to mention here that the response fom the 
large industries mostly in the private sector 
has been quite tardy. Lot of assurances are 
given to the small entrepreneurs, but there 
has hardly been any growth and develoP- 
ment of ancillaries around them. This is 


Neither fair nor proper. | would also like to 
Suggest that while assessing the other 
benefits that would flow from the establish- 
ment of a large industry, the State Govern- 
ment should consider insisting on large 
industries to develop ancillaries around 
them. Unless such a matter is tackled from 
the inception of the industry, ancillary growth 
around it would not be in a planned manner, 


| further suggest that large industries while 
preparing their project report should ear- 
mark some fund for development and know 
how of ancillaries as has been done by the 
various industries in Ghaziabad, Faridabad, 
Pawai, etc. The pioneering work done by 
the Atlas Cycles, the Tractor unit of Escorts 
and Commercial Vehicles of TELCO etc., may 
be considered as models. The State 
Government should call on the Authorities 
of public sector units in the State and those 
that are likely to come up in the near future 
for a discussion on the growth and devo- 
lopment of ancillary industries in Orissa.

The contour survey and 
alignment of field irrigation channels 
are being undertaken by the Engineers emp- 
loyed by the Command Area Drvelopment 
Authority. Provision of access roads to 
Consolidated plots (chaka) is also made to 
facilitate easy approach and transport of 
Service input.

World Bank Assistance Scheme 


The World Bank Scheme for command 
area development has been sanctioned 
for the development of the Commands of 
Major Irrigation Projects, Mahanadi Delta 
Stage-I, Mahanadi Stage-Il, Salandi and 
Hirakud. Under this Scheme it has been 
programmed to complete consolidation in 
about 2 lakh hectares by June, 1981. By 
the end of March,1980 (1979-80) consoli- 
dation operation has been completed in 
an area of 24,454 hectares. ‘It is planned 
to complete consolidation operation in the 
entire area of 2 lakh hectares by June, 
1982 by replanning at the programme. 
World Bank assistance would be available 
at the rate of Rs.150 per hectare of 
consolidated irrigation lands. 


Tribal Sub-Plan 

By the end of 1979-80, an area of 
77,874 hectares under Tribal Sub-Plan in 
Mayurbhanjdistrict has since been completed. 
It is proposed to bring under Consolidation 
Operation, the ayacut areas of Khaduilani 
Irrigation Project (12,907 hectares) in 
Mayurbhanj district’ and Pitamahal Irrigation 
Project (84,324 hectares) in Sundargarh 
district fromthe year 1981-82. Itis assigned 
that a sum of Rs. 55,97,000 would be 
necessary to complete consolidation in these 
areas during this plan period. 


Strategy for Five-Year Plan (1984-85) 


The chief ayacut of Consolidation of 
Holdings being development in agriculture 
and increase in food production, '!t '!s 
necessary to step up consolidation programme 
in the 5th month. The Command Area of 


Major Irrigation Projects like Hirakud, Salandi, 
Mahanadi Delta and Rusikulya are being 
covered on a priority basis.

The target schedule for completion by 
the end of this plan period is 12:13 lakh 
hectares. 


To support a programme ofthe above 
dimension, it has assessed that funds to the 
range of 35,75:00 lahks would be required. 
Out of this, Rs. 830:00 lakhs would be 
available from Command Area Development. 
Hence the balance requirment of Rs.25,45:00 
lakhs is to be financed from the State Plan.

Apart from reducing the distance between 
Bhubaneswar and Sambalpur by about 
493 Kms. this railway line would provide 
the missing link which is essential for the 
emotional and cultural integration of the 
people of the coastal and western Orissa 
regions. This Project is likely to cost about 
Rs. 50 crores. 


Yet another significant step taken by 
State Government was to impress Govern- 
ment of India for a separate Railway division 
in Sambalpur zone. 


To cater to the requirement of the 
travelling public Government have also taken 
up with the Railway authotities for extending 
the Howrah-Rourkela Express up to Jharsu- 
guda and io operate a new train between 
Sambalpur, Jharsuguda and Titilagarh. 


PROMOTION ON TOURISM 

Sambalpur has considerable potential for 
growth of Tourism. Narsinghnath Tourist 
Centre is proposed to be developed and a 
luxury bus is to be stationed at Sambalpur 
shortly for organising conducted tours. 
State Government have also recommended 
that Sambalpur should be included in the 
air travel circuit plan. 


CULTURE & SPORTS 


Government have plans to strengthen the 
stadium at Sambalpur by equiting as a 
Central sports complex. This will be of 
Jreat help to the sports loving youth of the 
district.

With a view to help the weavers of the 
district Government have sanctioned a 
Spinning Mill costing Rs. 7 crores at Sone- 
Pur, The proposed Spinning Mill has 
helped substantially in increasing the area 
under cotton in the district. The cotton 
cultivation will not only provide good 
income to the farmers, it will also help in 
industtial development in the shape of the 
Spinning Mill to be set up at Sonepur. 
The cotton cultivation is expected to be 
increased from 450 hectares to over 10,000 
hectares by 1981-82. 


An Oil Extraction Factory in private Sector 
Styled “Ambica Vegetables and Chemical 
Private Ltd.’ has gone into operation In 


Dunguripali Block with an investment of 
Rs. 1°50 crores. 
A Rural Industries Centre has recently 


been set up at Balangir with a Capital of 
Rs. 8 lakhs with the collaboration of Hindu- 
Stan Machine Tools for training the rural 
artisans in better workmanship and for 
Producing skilled labourers. 


A raw material depot has been opened In 
Bolangir district by Orissa Small Industries 
Corporation in the Industrial Estate to cater 
to the urgent needs of Small-Scale 
industries for scarce raw materials. An 
Industrial Training Institute at a cost of 
Rs. 35 lakhs is shortly going to be set uP 
at Bolangir for training unskilled workers In 
various trades. 


211 small-scale units have been set uP 
in the district and about 5,000 rural artisans 
have been given technical and financial 
assistance. In addition to this, a massive 
industrial complex will be set up In 
Bolangir district. 


With a mighty reservation of bauxite on 
the top of Gandhamardhan range of hills 
and rich deposits of manganese, this district 
is destined to see new heights in the 
spheres of mineral development. 
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A new bridge across river Lanth opened 
in December, 1980 at a cost of Rs. 70 lakhs 
has opened up communication in the 
interiors in a big way. Government have 
appreciated the need of better communi- 
cations and accordingly foundation has 
been laid for a submersible bridge at 
Kukudajore linking Sonepur with Bolangir 
at a cost of Rs. G lakhs. The main road 
ways in the district have been improved 
substantially at an investment of Rs. 25 
lakhs. 


The challenging programme of economic 
rehabilitation of the rural poor launched by 
the State Government has cut the imagina- 
tion of the people. 5,046 poorest families 
have been identified. 


All the 20 blocks of the district are now 
ocvered under the Integrated Rural Develop- 
ment programme from October 2,1980. 
1:44 lakh families have been identified 
out of 2,57,000 families in the district and 
over 86 families have been enrolled as 
members of Co-operative Societies. About 
30,000 dug wells have been financed out 
of which 2,200 have been energised. In the 
sphere of DAIRY DEVELOPMENT, 3,394 
units of animals have been supplied with 
subsidised rates to small and marginal 
farmers. With a view to provide adequate 
credit facilities to the farmers and rural 
artisans, branches of Co-operative and Rural 
Banks have been set up in the interiors of 
the district like Sukha, Jaloi, Tarva, Ullanda 
and Tusra. These branches of Financial 
Institutions will go a long way in serving 
the cause of poor farmers. 


Government have well recognised the 
potential of fishery development in the 
district. Accordingly a model hatchery for 
production of pure fish seeds has been 
finalised with the World Bank assistance 
in Binka block. The hatchery is estimated 
to cost Rs. 8 lakhs and will meet the 
requirement of pure fish seed not only for 
the district of Bolangir but also for the 
adjoining districts of Kalahandi and 
Phulbani.

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STATE KEEN TO CONTAIN 
RISING TREND OF UNEMPLOYMENT

As you know, it is the policy of the 
Government to achieve the twin objectives of 
Progressive reduction in the incidence of 
poverty and unemployment. While reliable 
data on the magnitude of unemployment is 
sadly lacking, the extent of the problem is 
by far not beyond our comprehension. In 
1976, the Employment Exchange figures 
indicate the number to be 9°78 million whici 
rose to 14:33 million in 1979 and stands at 
158 million at the close of 1980. The 
magnitude of unemployment as reflected in 
the Live Registers of Employment Exchanges 
in Orissa is of the order of 4°34 lakhs by the 
middle of 1980. This figure however does 
not take into account the active work force 
and the chronically unemployed persons of 
the rural areas. On the whole, the figure of 
unemployment in Orissa stands at 22:4 lakhs 
which would increase to 31:9 lakhs by the 
end of the Sixth Plan.: 


Big challenge 

Providing employment to the ever increa- 
sing number along with removal of backlog 
of unemployment and improving the level of 
productivity of the underemployed are, by 
any feckoning, a stupendous challenge. 
Unemployment among the technically quali- 
fied and the educated is a bigger tragedy 
and a greater challenge. We are conscious 
of the problem and are convinced that, the 
strategy for removal of chronic unemployment 
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lies in measures for overall economic deve- 
lopment of the State. Improvement of irri- 
Gation facilities and development of industry, 
trade and commerce would be the only way 
to contain the over rising trend. Thereis no 
other magic solution to the problem. 


Fortunately Orissa with its vast resources 
has rich development potential. This potential 
if properly harnessed can provide a solution 
to the problem of unemployment. There is 
a programme to double the irrigation potential 
from the existing 12 lakh hectares to 24 lakh 
hectares. A similar programme of trebling of 
the present installed Capacity of power has 
been undertaken. An ambitious programme 
of industrialisation contemplating establish- 
ment of-one thousand industries in one 
thousand days with an investment of 
Rs. 1,000 crores has already been initiated. 
Large Central Sector projects like a Steel 
Plant, an Alumininm Complex, a Fertilizer 
Plant, etc. are in the offing. A Super Thermal 
Project in the Central Sector is now very 
much in the realm of Possibility. Our new 
Industrial Policy and the favourable industrial 
Climate in Orissa have evoked encouraging 
response from prominent indusitialists outside

Therefore Hori, the 
hero of the novel never, speaks a word 
against Raisahib, the zamindar. The third 


point is that Godan has its own integrity 
and covers the whole human cycle, such as 
the young and the old, the male and female, 
the civilised and the uncivilised, the poor 
and the rich. Hori represents the peasants, 
Raisahib represents the zamindars, Khanna 
the millowners, Omprakash the editor, 
Mehata the professors, Malati the lady 
doctors or modern women; Dhaniya and 
Jhunia represent the rural women, Sona and 
Rupa the village girls. Besides this Salia 
and the jung girl reveal the sufferings and 
the courage of the neglected poor untou- 
chable girls of the society. 


The cow of Godan symbolises many 
thin:s, First of all cow is a religious deity 
of the Hindus. The cow-mother provides US 
milk and makes us healthy. Cow is not only 
a symbol of health and wealth, but also 
of power. It gives birth to calves, those 
work in the field as bullocks. Longing to 
bring a cow to the house is the main theme 
of this novel. Hori aspires for it, gets for 
few days and loses. 


Secondly cow-gift is made at the last 
moment of a Hindu house- holder who !s 
Going to die. It is done for the easy crossing 
of his “Atman’ actoss the hot Vaitaran! 
fiver that falls on the way. according to 
the Hindu concepts. Besides these economic 
and religious significances it has another 
symbolic meaning. Really cow feprese 
the simplicity and enduring capacity of the 
poor people of India who are always more 
PUppets in the hands of the rich or the 
tulers. When it is poisoned it merely groans 
and dies and does nothing else. It 'S 
poisoned to death by Hoti’s own brother 
‘Hoera’ and not by others. Ignorance, envy 
and differences of the Indian people have 
always kept her in chains and dependent 
and unable to work out its emancipation.

Godan is not only symbolic but also 
suggestive and representative. It Is not 


merely a narration of the tragic death of a 
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poor Indian peasant but suggests revolution 
against the parasites of the society. Its 
revolution is not in propaganda and violence 
but is in speechlessness, endurance, peace 
and patience. 


There are some charges against Prem- 
chand’s Godan. The first charge is that it 
is not an epic novel as it excludes all 
references to the national movement of 
India and does not represent the South. 
The second is that it is not free fiom 
idealistic appfoech and utilitarienism. The 
third is that its exterior sketch is prominent 
but nor the interior subtle analysis. Fourthly 
it doesnot give due impoitance to Indian 
towns but has made fun of them. 


Soma of the above charges are not 
entirely untrue, But criticism should not 
base on individual outlooks but on the 


perspective of alt and the intention of the 
artists. Really, Premchand did not want 
to make ‘Godan’ a novel of the national 
Movement, which he had shown in_ his 
previous novels. He did not try to make it 
psychological of merely analytical. His 
simplicity. humanity and deep sensibility 
or susceptibility towards the sufferers and 
the poot, made him to write ‘Godan’. 
Hence he took the village peasants and 
their main problems in relation with the 
zamindars, money lenders and the agents 
of religious performances. Though ‘Gobar’ 
fled to Lucknow and Mehta and Malati 
opened en ‘Ashram’ for serving the poor 
there, Premchand nover gave prominence 
to the town. He invited editor, professor, 
mill owner and lady doctor to the village 
on an occasion of festival to reveal their 
character. He did not take Hori or 
Gobar to South India as the language and 
the customs were different but the problems 
of the cultivators were almost ihe same. 
(But in the ‘Goodearth’ Perl S. Buck has 
cunningly shifted Wanglung family trom 
Nofth to Souih China in the time of famine 
and revolution). 


Premchand never wanted to make 
‘Godan’ a ‘War and peace’, where Tolstoy 
revealed the life of ‘the upper class people 
on the background of Nopoleon’s invasion. 
Premchand preferred the poor people snd 


the rural area for his writing. Though he 
was an ideorealist in his novel he wes 
not a propagandist in Godan as Maxim 
Gorky was in his renowned novel “The 
Mother’. Parlo and his _ mother take 
pamphlets and preach Marxism but Prem- 
chand redirects emotions into human service 
in Godan. His Plan was Not to make Godan 
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an epic novel, 


but he had an epic approach 
Undoubtedly, ° 


where the main problem of 
India and its major population was dealt 
with. Therefore in spite of its limitations 
‘Godan’ is a representative novel of India, 
the country of villages and Premchand 


is a humanitarian artist among the greatest 
of the world literature.

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Cosmic black body radiation: 
A major discovery of 20th century 


Diccousries in astronomy during ths past 
tWo decades have challenged our perception 
of the Universe. Attempts to understand 
these discoveries should direct the course 
of astronomy for years to come. One of 
the most important discoveries in modern 
astrophysics was that of the 3K (3 degrees 
Kelvin) blackbody cosmic radiation. This 
discovery has tipped the balance against 
the steady state model and for the 
evolutionary big bang model; these two 
contradictory models were proposed by 
different astrophysicists to explain the origin 
and future course of the universe. 


This discovery like many other important 
discoveries in science, came about acciden- 
tally. In 1964 the Bell Telephone Laboratory 
was in possession of an unusual antenna on 
Crawford Hill at Holmdel, New Jetsey- 
The antenna had been built for communica 
tion via the Echo Satellite, but ts 
characteristic 20 feet horn reflector with 
ultralowy Noise made ita promising instrument 
for tadio astronomy. In 1965 A. A. Penzias 
and R. W. Wilson, two scientists from the 
Bell Telephone Laboratories in the United 


States, were making sadio-astronomical 
Measurements using this antenna. — They 
detected a background fadiation in the 


microwave region at a wavelength of 
about 7 com. This radiation they measured 
could be mostly accounted for by other 


sources such as ground emission of 
atmospheric emission. However, some 
residual radiation remained unaccounted 


for, and most important, it was found almost 
isotropic in character. That it did not 
depend on any particular direction, implying 


_ that its source of Sources if any, did not 


exist close by. Detailed investigations 
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confirmed that this is in fact a cosmic 
microwave radiation and is truly black body 
in character. That is, the radiation is just 
such as might be expected to emanate from 
a black body with a temperature of 
about 3K. 


Theoretical explanation 


In the late 1940 s, when the merits of 
boih the contradictory models (steady state 
versus evolutionary) were being hotly 
debated, George Gamow and his colleagues, 
who were favouring the evolutionary big 
bang model, suggested one kind of evidence 
to look for. At the time the cosmic gas, 
which constituted the universe became 
transparent, it no longer hindered the 
passage of radiation and the radiation that 


existed at that time was released to 
travel freely through the universe. Some of 
that radiation should still be present. 


But where would one look fox it ? We know 
that the radiation was liberated long ago. In 
astronomy, if we wish to look at things that 
happened a long time ago, we must look for 
them very far away. The cosmic blackbody 
radiation should, therefore, come from the 
very periphery of the visible universe, 
As the past oi the universe is all around 
us, in every direction, the cosmic back- 
ground radiation should seem to come 
equally from all directions. However, due 
to the expansion of the universe, the wave- 
length of the radiation should have been 
stretched out—that is, ted shifted by a factor 
of 1,000, Thus, the radiation, originally that 
of a black body at abdut 3,000° K. would 
now appear as long wave length radio waves, 
such as would be emitted by a_ black body 
at a much lower temperature of about 3K. 


This is exactly what has seen discovered 
by Penzias and Wilson.

A Paradox 
pant? Poverty of Orissa is basically « § 
adox. The State possesses vast nationa’ 
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wealth to the tune of 8 per cent forestry, 
10 per cent water resources, 25 per cent 
bauxite, 30 per cent coal, 40 per cent 
manganese, 50 per cent iron ore, 90 per 
cent chromite and 100 per cent nickel 
although in area and population it is barely 
4 per cent of the country, Notwithstanding 
these bounties of nature the economy of 
the State predomiiantly centres round 
aGriculture. It provides employment to 
79 per cent of the working population and 
accounts for about 69 per cent of the State 


income, which explains the acute backward- 
Ness of the State. Such a situation looks 
altogether gloomy when we find that agri- 
cultural output in Orissa has remained almost 
Stagnant during the last three decades of 
planning.

are size neutral”. This has been reiterated 
by Erving Longin his finding that “the 
Gross output per acre decreases with the 
increase in farm size. So the per acre 
Productivity is relatively greater in smaller 
farms than the larger ones’. 


It i3 therefore, beyond any shad? of doubt 
thai land reforms must be a success for 
realising the Green Revolution in the State. 
But the story of Orissa in this regard is not 
very inspiring. 


Land laws 


Now let us begin from the beginning. At 
the time of formation of the State in 1936 
thete were four kinds of land laws spread 
Over different parts of the State. 


(a) Cuttack, Puri and Balasore districts 
were largely under the permanent Zamindar! 
Settlement. Tenancies were regulated in 
these areas under the Orissa Tenancy Act 
of 1913, 

(b) Ganjam and Koraput districts 
Comprised of permanently settled Zamindaries, 
imams and ryotwari holdings. Tenancies 
in these areas were administered by the 
Madras Estates Land Act of 1908. 


(c) Sambalpur and Kalahandi districts 
Werte under the Zamindari and Malgujar’ 
tenures, The Central Provinces Land Act of 
1881 was operating in the area.

(a) Landlord—the aueae Aes

(b) Land holder—The intermediary who 
was collecting rent forthe landlord. The 
Zamindats were the rent collecting 
authority. 


(c) Tenant-——The cultivator who has got 
the right of occupancy from the landlord. 
The ryots, gountias, Khamaris, inamdars and 
zaQirdars of different areas of the state 
belong to this category. 


(d) Sub-tenant—The actual farmer who 
cultivates and harvests the crop although he 
may not have any pefmanent authority over 
the land. The prajas, jiryots and sikkim ryots 
fall into this category. They pay a part of 
the produce to the tenant, landholder or the 
landlord whosoever has employed them. So 
they are popularly called as the Bhag Chasis, 
the share croppers. 


With the sudden rise of prices after the 
world wars the landlords realised that it is 
cheaper to employ the farmer as labour and 
pay his wage in cash than hand over the 
land to him and receive the Raj Bhag, the 
royal shate of the produce. So there was a 
large-scale evictionof farmers from the lands 
they were traditlonally cultivating by the time 
of the independence of the country. 


The first step was therefore obviously the 
enactment of the Orissa Tenants Protection 
Act of 1948 which securet! the tenure of the 
cultivators who were possessing land before 
September, 1947. The crop sharers were 
empowered to pay 2/5th of the produce 
instead of half of the produce which they 
were customarily surrendering. But the Act 
remained in the letters of law only because 
of the ignorance of the farmers, The landlords 
continued to evict their tenants mercilessly as 
the relationship between the two was never 
on record. 


Intermediary abolition 


Then came the law for abolition of the 
intermediaries. The Orissa Estates Abolition 
Act, 1951 provided for the vesting of 
surplus land with the Government which

The facts indicate that landlords and 
tenants constitute 159% of the work force 
in the agricultural sector but enjoy about 
63% of farm land in the State whereas the 
Small farmers and share cfoppers are 49% 
of the working population but they have 
barely 37 °/ of the cultivated areas. 


Now the reasons responsible for the slow 
Speed of land reforms are not very difficult 
to discover. Land is in the private sector 
of our economy and it is the traditional 
Property of landlords who refuse to share 
the same with their cultivators. The rural

landed interest and their fraternity of 
absentee landlords also control considerable 
amount of State power which helps them to 
create the “implementation crisis”. 


The conclusion has something more 
pathetic to say. In the three years following 
1974 the area under cultivation in the State 
has gone down by 1°6 lakh hectares 
whereas the population of agricultural labour 
has increased by about 1:2 lakhs. This 
explains that the landlords are amassing the 
farms in their hands by Benami Ownerships 
and evicting the share croppers in a large 
scale. So the luckless cultivators of the 
State are joining continuously into the ranks 
of landless labour inspite of so many land 
reform laws. The pauperisation of peasantry 
is leading towards a gradual emergence of 
two opposite classes—the ‘new rich’ land- 
lords and the ‘new poor’ migrant labourers — 
who are now the focal centres of socio- 
economic dynamics in rural Orissa. 
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Year of hold decisions 


| 980 was a year of new initiatives and bold decisions. The following are some 
of the major steps taken on the economic front during the year : 


Six more commercial banks were nationalised, bringing the number of nationalised 
banks to 20. The nationalised banking sector now covers over 90 per cent of 
total banking operations in the country. 


The Budget for 1980-81 reflected a major effort to revive the economy and 
enunciated a set of new policies for encouraging savings, investment, production 
and exports. At the same time, reliefs were provided for the inflation-ravaged 
middle classes and poorer sections of society. A significant achievement of the 
Budget was the successful demonstration of a fiscal policy that extended a 
number of reliefs and at the same time envisaged a substantial step-up in plan 
outlay without resorting to excessive taxation. 


Cabinet Committee on Infrastructure 


For the revival of the critical infrastructural sectors of coal, power and transport, 
Cabinet Committee on Infrastructure was set up under the Chairmanship 
of the Finance Minister to monitor their performance on a continuous basis to 
identify problems and co-ordinate suitable corrective action. Due to frequent 
reviews of this Committee the movement of coal to thermal stations improved 
considerably. Consequently, power generation Improved. substantially. 


Sixth Plan 


The draft framework of the Sixth Five-Year-Plan, involving an outlay of Rs. 
90,000 crores in the public sectot, was got ready and has been approved by the 
National Development Council. The Sixth Plan will mark a major effort for 
improving the living standards of the masses. 


New Deal for Common Man, Middle Classes : 

The middle class, harassed by bouts of inflation, received a new deal under the 
1980-81 budget, The exemption limit of income for assessment of income-tax 
was incressed from Rs. 10,000 to Rs. 12,000. The facility of standard deduction 
was extended to pensioners. The surcharge on personal income-tax was reduced 
from 20 per cent to 10 per cent. 


Bonus on Permanent Basis :
